A new law has gone into effect in Ohio which makes it a crime 


for physicians and surgeons to split fees, and it is encouraging to 
note that the law is backed by the great majority of the reputable 
physicians of the state. It seeks tc correct an evil that has jirowii 
to some proportions and which has worked out to the serious dis- 
advantage of patients, especially those compelled to undergo op- 
erations. 


Writing of one phase of fee splitting in the 
Chicago 
Daily 


Tribune, Dr. W. A. Evans says that "an open fee splitter confesses 
his incompetence. 
The very competent operators do not split i'ec-s. 


They know they are competent and .they get, and will get, the 
business which comes to them, on a basis of merit. 
The 
opera- 


tors who split fees, are second and third grade operators. 
There- 


fore a patient who is being disposed of by a fee splitter among fee 
splitters, may be certain that the best he can get, is one of 
the 


best he -;au get among second or third grade men. He can be cer- 
tain that he never has a chance to get the services of any 
high 


grade man, of any man good enough to get business on his 
merit 


alone." 


Dr. Evans then asks this significant question—"If physicians 


barter patients among fee splitters as a commercial .transaction, 
will not unnecessary operations be the inevitable 
result? 
U a 


physician diagnoses an infected appendix and sends the patient to 
a fee splitter, it is not possible that the diagnosis will be confirmed, 
regardless of the condition found, and an unnecessary 
operation 


done?" 


It is suggested that those about to undergo operation, investi- 


gate for themselves, satisfy themselves that they 
are 
getting 
a 


square deal from their regular physician, and also that the reputa- 
tion of the man who is to operate upon them is above suspicion or 
ouestion as to the fee proposition. It is an easy matter to satisfy 
one's self before an operation. 
It may be too late to find out 


after the operation that the patient has gone to second or third 
grade man. 


HIGHWAY PATROL SYSTEM. 


The attorney general has ruled that under the new law 
the 


county surveyor does not have charge of the highways, bridges and 
culverts under state control until designated by the state highway 
commissioner to have charge. 
It is further held .that 
the 
state 


' highway commissioner may establish a system of patrol 
main- 


tenance of state roads, and the county superintendent, under di- 
rection of the commissioner, may establish such a system for coun- 
ty roads. Thus is opened at. last a practical method of caring for 
the roadways and it is to he hoped that County Surveyor Harper 
will avail himself of the provisions of the new law at 
the earliest 


opportunity. Under the patrol system a man 
is 
appointed 
to 


have charge of a certain number of miles of county or state road 
and he is held responsible for the upkeep of his'section. If a rut 
develops, he is supposed to fix it up in its incipicncy and not wait 
until the break has spread over the road for 
a considerable sec- 


tion. The patrolman looks after his section just as do section men 
on a railroad, and keeping his road up to a high state of efficiency, 
lie is the man who is on the job all the time, ever keeping a watch- 
ful eye for signs of deterioration of any part of the road tinder his 
control. 


The advantages of such a system of inr.mteiiance is apparent 


to evcrv one. It is a system that has worked out to splendid ad- 
vantage in other states aud it is about the only method by which 
htcady and permanent care can be taken of roads. 


It will, of course, take a little time to get into working condi- 


tion under the new road law. but as soon as practicable. \ve would 
like to see the patrol system tried out here. 
We believe it will In- 


most satisfactory aud, in the cud. be much cheaper.

advantage of- patients, .especially those compelled to undergo op- 
erations.

Tribune, Dr. W. A. Evans says that ''an open fee splitter confesses 
his incompetence. The very competent operators do not split fees. 
They know they are competent and they get, and will get, the 
business which comes to them, on a basis of merit. The 
opera- 


tors who split fees, are second and third grade operators. 
There- 


fore a patient who is being disposed o£ by a fee splitter among fee 
splitters, may be certain that the best he can get, is one of the 
best he can-get among second or third grade men. He'can he cer- 
tain that he never has a chance to get the services of any 
high 


grade man, of any man good enough to get business on his 
merit 


alone." 


Dr. Evans then asks this significant question—"If physicians 


barter patients among fee splitters as a commercial transaction, 
will not unnecessary operations 
be the inevitable result? 
If

physician diagnoses an infected appendix and sends the patient to 
a fee splitter, it is riot possible that the diagnosis will be confirmed, 
regardless of the condition found, and an unnecessary 
operation 


done?"

gate for themselves, satisfy themselves that they 
are getting

square deal from their regular physician, and also that the reputa- 
tion of the man who is to operate upon them is above suspicion .or 
question as to the fee proposition.

HIGHWAY PATROL SYSTEM. 


The attorney general has ruled thai under the new law tiie 


county surveyor does not have charge of the highways, bridges and 
nil verts uiider state control until .designated by-the state highway 
commissioner io have charge. It is further held that ,the state 
highway commissioner may establish a-system of patrol 
main-, 


tenance of state roads, and the county superintendent, under di- 
rection of the commissioner, may establish such a system for coun- 
ty roads. Thus is opened at last a practical method of caring for 
tho roadways and it is to be hope"d that County Surveyor Harper 
will avail himself of the provisions of the new law at the earliest 
opportunity. Under the patrol system' a man is appointed to 
liave charge of a certain number of miles of county .or state road 
and he is held responsible for the.upkeep of his section.. ,11 a rut 
develops, lie is supposed to fix it up in its incipiency and not wait 
until the break has spread over the rond for a considerable sec- 
tion. The patrolman looks after his section just as do section men 
on n railroad, and keeping his road up to a high state of efficiency. 
He is the man who is on the job all tbo time, ever keeping -1 watch- 
ful eye for signs of deterioration of any part of the road under his 
tontrol. 


The advantages of such a system of maintenance is apparent 


to every one. It is a system that has worked out to splendid ad- 
vantage in other states and it is about the only method by which 
steady and permanent care can be taken of roads. 


It will, of course, take a little time to get into working condi- 


tion under the new road law, but as soon as practicable, we would 
like to see the patrol system tried out here. We believe it will be 
most satisfactory and, in the end, be much cheaper.
